An Extra&é of a Letter, written from Rome, concerning 
the famous Column of Oriental Granite Marble, late- 
ly dug up in the Garden of the Fathers Miffionaries 
of that City. 


a T H E Column lately found here in the Garden 
i ‘ belonging to the Fathers of the Miflion, is of 
oriental red granite Marble, of one intire Stone ; 
67 Palmsiu Heigth, and 26 and a half in Thicknefs. 
This Pillar was erected almoft 1600 Years ago, in 
Honour of the Emperor Marcus Antoninus, at the 
_) Time of his Deification. The Pedeftal is alfo one 

~ intire Stone, 18 Palms High: On one of the Squares 
_ ‘is the following Infcription, in large Letters, which 

* are not only cut very deep into the Marble, but like- 

~ wife on a Copper Plate that is riveted into a Bed cut 

_ deep into the Stone on purpofe to receive it ;

On the oppofite Square are very fine Basreliefs, 
In the middle is a winged Youth, fuppos’d by learn- 
ed Men to reprefent the Emperor’s Genius. His 
Wings are fpread in a flying Pofture ; under his 
Feet are feveral Inftruments of War, as Quivers, 
Arrows, Bucklers, &c. He holds in his Right Hand 
a waving Mantle ; and in his Left a celeftial Globe 
ftudded with Stars ; on this Globe is feen the Moon 
with part of the Zodiack, on which are the Signs 
of Pifces and Aries, that denote the Monthsof Fe- 
bruary and March, in which Seafon ancienr Authors 
fay this Deification was made. The Youth bears on - 
one Shoulder Antoninus, on the other Fauftina ; 
the firft holding in his Hand a Scepter, having anj 
Eagle perch’d on the Tip of it; Fauftina is veil’d, 
to denote her deified. High over their Heads are 2 
Eagles on the Wing, whic reprefent the Souls of 
the Emperor and Emprefs foaring up to Heaven. In 
the uppermoft right Corner of ihis Square is Rome, 
with a Helmet on her Head, pointing with her Fin- 
ger to the winged Youth: Her Right Hand refts on 
a Shield, whereon is reprefented 2 Wolf fuckling 
Remus and Romulus. In ihe Left Corner, is a 
naked Young-man grafping an Obelisk with his 
Left Hand; his Right Hand is wanting. There 
are alfo a Serpent and a Cock, Symbols of the 
Prudence and Vigilance of Antoninus. : 

A few Days ago this Column was fet upright by 
Means of one of the beft contriv’d Engines that has 
been made in Europe fince the Obelisk of St. Peter 
was erected, and let down agen upon the Ground. 
This Engine is built in the Form of a Caftle, upon 6 — 
huge Mafts or Pillars, each made of 12 vaft Pieces of 
Timber girt with Strong Iron Work, and bound be- 
fides with Cordage left the Iron fhould happen to 
fail. Thefe Pillars of Wood are 110 Palms High, 
and 16 thick. Upon them ftands the Caftle, very 
ftrongly put together ; in it are 18 of the biggeft 
Beams that could be found, to which all the Pullies 
and Wheels are faften’d. There are 12 Capftans, 2 
Levers each of 25 Palms in Length, &c. 500 Meh 
were employ’d to work this Engine. 

Affoon as the Column was let down agen upon 
the Ground, 50 Mortars, the Cannon of the Caftle 
of St. Angelo, a great Number of Drums and Trum-,, 
pets, the Bells of the Curia, &c. proclaim’d the good 
Succefs of the Trial of this Engine.
